. More, Are Likely to Die. 

Several horses were killed in the battle. 
Tonight it is reported that the Sheriff and 
his brother have no chance to live. So 
deadly was the negro’s aim that it was pos- 
sibly an hour before the body of Pfout could 
be recovered. No shot was fired by Reynolds 
that did not tell when those whom he was 
firing upon were seen, The excitement today 
was intense, but there is no fear of an upriv- 
ing among the negroes. 

Fully 2,000 people from Florence and 
Sheffield were here, and every surgeon in the

Race War at Lawton. 

Guthrie, Ok. T., April 6.—[Special.)—Law- 
ton attempted the expulsion of all negroes 
today. A fierce fight followed, in which one 
negro was fatally hurt, and tonight the 
whites and blacks, armed and ready for bat- 
tle, are collected in two armies. Forty ne- 
groes were driven from town. The women 


| and children are huddled in the negro church. 


Other negroes joined the refugees, and the 
army of blacks is gathered at Fort Sill, near 
Lawton, receiving reinforcements from town 
every few minutes. The whites are massed 
in the courthouse yard and armed men are 
patrolling the town. A clash is expected 
every minute. 


Troops Ready to Move. 

Appeals have been sent to Governor Fergu- 
son here. He at once ordered the Territorial 
militia to prepare to rush to Lawton.- He 
notified ‘the Cherokee County officials that 
troops could be sent at a moment's notice. 
They replied that, for the present, the force 
of 100 deputies and the police were able to 
quell rioters, but that they would ask for 
troops if needed. So far no call for troops 
has been received. The federal troops at 
Fort Sill are held in readiness to rush into 
the town. 

It is reported here tonight that the whites 
have burned the negro schoolhousé and are 
threatening to destroy the church. 


Fight to Prevent Expulsion. 

This morning was the time set by the 
whites for..the expulsion of all negroes. 
Warnings had been posted all over town or- 
dering all negroes to depart. The negroes 
were in an ugly mood. Some of the leaders 
among the whites wanted to extend the time 
until Monday morning. This divided the 
whites so, this morning's action was not a 
united one. Some of the more timid negroes 
fied during the night. 

Drive Negroes Out of Town, |

GEMS BY A DISGUISE 


YOUNG JEWELER CHARGED WITH 
$1,500 DIAMOND FRAUD. 


Placing Big Order with Chicago House 
for His Mother’s Shop in Evanston, 
Ernest Erikson Is Accused of Dis- 

guising Himself asa Messenger Boy 
and Securing the Stones—Whole- 
snlers Become Suspicious and Cause 
Arrest—Rich Gifite for Friends. 


Ernest Erikson, a 19-year-old jeweler in 
Evanston, ordered $1,500 worth of diamonds 
from a Chicago firm and secured them in 
the disguise of a messenger boy without 
payment. He was arrested yesterday on a 
charge of defrauding the wholesale house, 
and the gems were recovered. 

Erikson is a member of one of the most 
prominent families In Bvanston. His father, 
who was a jewelry merchant in Davis 
street, died a year ago, and the son has 
been conducting the business for his mother. * 

Young Erikson wrote to the Rich & Allen 
company, 108 State street, on Thursday, it 
in said, telling that he had customers for 
five diamonds worth about $300 each, and 
that he would send a messenger for them. 
Gems had been ordered by him in this man- 
ner before, and the Chicago firm did not 
hesitate to fill the order. 


“Messenger” Secures Gems. 

On the next day, according to the police, 
Erikson effected a disguise by coloring his ‘ 
euburn hair black and putting on a cheap 
euit of clothes. A note to the Rich & Alien 
company which read, “ Please give to the 
bearer of this note the diamonds which I 
ordered of you yesterilay,” and signed “ -L. 
Erikson,’ was presented at the Chicago 
house and the bearer received the gems. 

Other stores: were visited, and an order 
for $2,000 worth of diamonds was presented 
to F. Morris & Co., 168 State street. This 
firm refused to let him have the stones, but 
intrusted them to a messenger boy, who was 
to accompany him to Evanston and deliver 
them to Mr. Erikson, The bearer of the 
order did not like this arrangement, and he 
slipped away from the messenger boy at the 
Northwestern railway station. 

The Chicago messenger returned to his 
employers with the diamonds and reported 
the occurrence at Central Station. The ac- 
tions of the supposed messenger from Evans- 
ton seemed suspicious, and the Morris house 
telephoned to other diamond merchants, and 
among them Rich & Allen. 


Confesses to the Police. 


and reported the case to the police. De- 
tectives asked Erikson about the purchase 


of a quantity of diamonds, and he denied |: 


having ordered or neceived any. At the 
time the gems were received, he said he was 
with a friend in South Evanston. The friend 
denied having been with any one at that 
hour. 

Then Erikson was pressed and the police 
say he told them how he had disguised him- 
self as a messenger boy to receive the dia- 
monds, and gave up one of the stones which 
he had with him. He said he had given one 
to a George Maxwell, because he was a 
** good friend,”’ and three to a Northwestern 
railway brakeman named W. F. Cudahy to

PRESIDENT A. S. DRAPER IS 
HURT IN RUNAWAY ACCIDENT. 


Head of University of Illinois Suffers 
Broken Leg and Wife Is Slightly In- 
jured, at Champaign. Bee 


Champaign, Ill., April 6.—[Special.]—Pres- 
ident Andrew S. Draper of the University of 
Illinois was the victim of a runaway acci- 
dent this afternoon, being thrown from the 
carriage in which he and his wife were rid- 
ing. His left leg was broken just above the 
knee. Mrs. Draper escaped with a few 
scratches. 

President and Mrs. Draper, as is their Sun- 
day afternoon. custom, started for a drive 
shortly after 3 o’clock. As the carriage 
turned into Burrell avenue the wheels hit 
the curb and the velhicle was overturned. 
The horses became frightened when the car- 
riage upset and started to run away. Prea- 
ident Draper and his wife were dragged 150 
feet before they could disengage themselves 
from the wrecked vehicle. The horses con- 
tinued their wild flight, and before they were. 
brought to a standstill, two blocks away, dé- 
molished the carriage. 

Several students hurried to the aid of the 
President, and he was put in a passing buggy 
and hurried to the Draper residence. After 
an examination by the physicians it was

“It would be necessary to put bars at all 
the windows in the building to guard com- 
pletely against such accidents,’’ said Warden | 
Healy. ‘‘ The woman was not in a violent 
condition, and it had not been thought neces- 
sary to place her in a protected ward. The 
nurses were watching their patients closely, 
and thought Miss Mathews was tied securely 
to her bed. The windows are barred in many 
parts of the hospital, but it had not been 
thought necessary to take such a precaution 
with the woman’s ward, as we never have 
violent patients there.” 

Miss Mathews gave her age as 23 years. 
So far as known, she was an orphan, and

RAINES HOTELS ARE BUSY 


Strict Compliance with the 
Full Letter of the 
Law. ‘

New York, April 6.—[Special.]—New York 
today had the ‘‘ dryest’’ Sunday recorded 
since the days when Theodore Roosevelt as 
President of the Police board showed thirsty 
Manhattaners just what a “dry” Sunday 
really was. 

Of the 8,000 saloons in the Berough 6f Man- 
hattan 5,700 were closed today so tightly 
that dyndmite and a crowbar were almost 
necessary to secure a drink. The 2,300 
Raines law hotels were open, however, and 
all did a lively business.. 


Day’s Record for Arrests. | 
Seventy-nine arrests for violations ofthe 
excise law were made in Manhattan and The 
Bronx between the hours of midnight on 
Saturday and 11 o'clock tonight. There were 
in these two boroughs fourteen arrests for 
violations of other Sunday closing laws. In 
Brooklyn the police reported twenty-seven 
arrests for violatione of the excise laws; 
there was one in Richmond and none in 
Queens. This is a total of 121, as against 

sixty-four last Sunday. | 


7 Curtains Are All Up.

Small Shops Closed, Too. 

The police also compelled the small shop- 
keepers. throughout the city to close, except 
that the grocers and delicatessen shops were 
permitted to keep open until 10 o'clock, as 
provided by law. 
the small dry goods shops in the upper part 
of the city had their doors locked, and the 
stationery stores and news stands were also 
compelled to close up in many sections of 
the city. In some instances the police even 
ordered the confectionery stores closed. 


Good Day for Raines Hotels. 


It was in many respects the most success- 
ful day the Raines law hotels have had since 
they came into existence, as it showed that 
the closing of the ordinary saloons in a way 
such as never happened before greatly in- 
creased their business and that a practical 
evasion of the spirit of the law was compara- 
tively easy. The only additional expense in- 
volved in turning an ordinary saloon‘into a 
Raines law hotel is the maintenance of ten 
rooms whose size is described by the statute. 
It was stated that asa result of the new turn 
affairs have taken in the enforcement of the 
excise laws there will be an enormous in- 
crease in the number of Raines law hotels. 


Police Unusually Vigilant. 


The police,-after making an unusual effort 
to see that the ordinary saloons were closed, 
devoted a large part of their attention to - 
seeing that the saloons which were running 
as Raines law hotels were actually comply- 
ing with the law. No saloon dared to open 
as a Raines law hotel without the necessary 
ten rooms, but several of these establish- 
ments have devised a number of ingenious 
schemes for extemporizing rooms for creat- 
ing a bogus hotel for Sunday, and especially 


| for getting around the sandwich provision. — 
On previous Sundays it was a common oc- . 


currence for Raines law hotels to make no 
pretense of serving a sandwich with a 
drink, or else they gave away a sandwich 
with every drink. In many parts of Manhat- 
tan today the police paid close attention to 
these details. 

In every instance the keeper of a Raines 


sandwich was served with every drink, but 
to charge for the sandwich in addition. In 
one instance this led to an altercation that 
may result in a decision as to what shall be 
charged for the sandwich. Henry Fink of 
1635 Avenue A served a customer with a 
drink of beer and a sandwich. The customer 
paid for the drink, but refused to pay for 
the sandwich, on the ground that he had not: 
ordered it, and Fink was arrested. This 
was but a sample of how proprietors of 
Raines law hotels took especial pains to see 
that the letter of the law was complied with: 


Evasions of the Raines Law. 


Another instance of the efforts of the police . 
to enforce these provisions of the law came 
up in the West Side Court, where a prisoner 
was arraigned for evading the Raines law. 

“ We want to find out Just where we stand 
in these hotel cases,” said the officer who 
made the arrest. We went through his house 
‘and got a statement from every family living 
in it.. We demanded the register, and found 
that the last entry in it was dated July 10, 
1901. We found that even if he had ten 
roome as required by law, they were not situ- 
ated with openings on the hall nor tad any 
of the rooms in the house fireproof partitions, 
as required by law.”

, The “dry” Sunday, therefore, was only 
a figure of speech, so far ae it affected the 
majority of the Raines law hotels and the 
big hotels along Broadway. At the same 
time there were a large number of Raines 
law hotels that were shut tight all day, many 
of them in compliance with suggestions from 
the Associated Liquor Dealers. 


Opinions of Saloonkeepers. 
The strict enforcement of the existing 


statutes attempted by the police resulted 


in a large number of arrests, but from early 
morning it was apparent that the saloon- 
keepers as a whole knew what to expect. 
Magistrate Meade, on the bench at the West 
Bide court, expressed the situation in the 
following sentence in trying one case: 

“A man that sells liquor on Sunday in 
these times is little better than a lunatic.”’ 


. One Man Defies Police. 


Nevertheless, there were such people. The 


most extraordinary case of this kind of open 
defiance was that of Abraham Lipman, a 
painter, who was arraigned before Magis- 
trate Pool in the Yorkville Court. The 
policeman who arrested him said he had 
seen the prisoner on Saturday evening pui- 
ting up a sign in front of a saloon at the 
eorner of Sixty-fifth street and Third avenue. 
This sign bore the following inscription: 


‘Don’t Mind the Police, but Come in To- © 


morrow and Get All You Want.” . 
The prisoner was fined $5 for disorderly 
conduct. No such display of nerve as this 
was seen anywhere else in New York, but 
several saloonkeepers, either through 
stupidity or stubbornness, defied the police 
and were promptly arrested, one of them 


twice on the same day for openly selling 


drinks. 


Wanted Clothing Stores Closed. 

President Michael Hines of the Liquor 
Dealers’ central organization said he was 
determined to see that the police closed up 
the clothing stores along Park row, the 
Bowery, and adjoining streets so long as 
they set out to prevent the saloons from do- 
ing business on Sunday. He and several 
delegates of the association made a tour of 
the streets to see if the police were enforcing 
the-law impartially. Afterward he declared 
the police discriminated against the saloons, 
and added that he saw a number of clothing 
stores open and doing business. 

When the Park row clothing dealers heard 
that President Hines and a delegation was 
going about the neighborhood there was 
something of a scare. 


Arrested for Selling a Collar. 

A policeman arrested Harris Cohen of 132 
Park’ row for selling a collar to a man. 
Policeman Kuhlman found the clothing store 
of Abraham Applebaum at 850 Columbus av- 
ehue open. He boughta pair of mittens for 
15 cents and then arrested the storekeeper. 

Magistrate Meade fined Applebaum $5.

Threaten to Attack Town. 

The negroes who were driven from town 
went in a body towards the fort. The ne- 
groes remaining in town gathered in a body 
‘along the Rock Island tracks and openly de- 
clared their intention of aiding their expelled 


friends in an attempt to regain possession 


of their houses. These negroes are now heav- 
ily armed, and declare they will force their 
way back to their homes tonight, 

Scores of the mofe timid white citizens 
fear to remain-in their homes tonight and 
have gathered in the courthouse square, and 
have surrounded themselves with armed 
guards to stand off any invasion of the negro 
element. 
Many of the men have volunteered as spe- 
cial officers, and will aid the deputies or sol- 
diers in suppressing any rioting. 


Negroes Have 300 Armed Men, 
The negroes are led by James Alexander, a 


blacksmith. He claims to have 300 young — 
negro men behind him, and all of them are 


well armed and will fight at a moment's 
notice. Regarding the expulsion of the forty 
négroes this morning, he says the negroes 
left because they were not quite ready for 
fighting. He claims to have had much diffi- 
culty in keeping them from attacking the 
whites when Fitzgerald was injured. Fort 
Sill is being made the mobilizing point of the 
negroes tonight. They are armed with rifles 
and are supplied with plenty of ammunition. 

The white people have made ready for an 
attack and have an organization of 300 men, 
who will enter battle. Th» great majority of 
white men are still determined to drive out 


every negro, and there is anger againet busi- 


ness-men who asked for troops. 


Trouble Starts Over Election. . 
The trouble between the negroes and 
whites commenced on Abril 1, when the ne- 
gros attempted to vote im the city election 
and were refused the privilege. Lawton is 
populated largely by men from Texas, and 
they have made numerous threats to drive 
the negroes out of town. The negroes have 
found it hard to get work for months, and 
this winter many of their number etarv 
rather than leave the town where they made 
such a strong fight for entrance. 
On election day there oocurred numerous 
street fights between whites and negroes, 
On Saturday morning notices were posted 
in the town notifying the negroes to be out 
of- Lawton by Saturday midnight. Today 
the negroes tore down many of these paper 
signs amd set fire to them. This inflamed 
the whites and precipitated the attack.’ —

As Edward W. Kappel He Was Known 


as Insurance Man of Family in Buf-

police today arrested Edward W. Kappel, 
superintendent of agents for the Equitable 
Life Assurance society of New York, re- 
siding. in Buffalo,, and Edward W. King, 
secretary-treasurer of the, Nash Improve- 
ment company of Niagara Falls and Suspen- 
sion Bridge, N. Y. But only one arrest was 


made, for one man has played both roles. 


- As Kappel he was a prominent Buffalonian, 

a Freemason, member of the Acacia club, 
Knight Templar, and an inSurance man of 
such ability that he drew $1,000a month. He 
resided in a comfortable home with a wife 
and two children. 


Lived at Niagara as King. : 
As King at. Niagara Falls he maintained an 
elaborate suite of offices inf twe Gluck Build- 
ing, where the Nash Improvement company 
is located. He was ostensibly married to 
Miss Louise Green and supposedly resided in 
Niagara avenue at Suspension Bridge, N. Y. 
Kappel was arrested for grand larceny, he 
is charged with fraudulently securing, under 
the name of Nash, $3,500 from George H. 
Green. He has been leading this double life, 
it is charged, since September, 1900. — 
Affidavits have been made to show that 
he as Kappel inveigled various men into in- 
vesting money with the Nash Improvement 
company and then, as King,- juggled with 
the finances of the Nash Improvement com- 
pany. It appears that this dual personality 
has also been used in other cities. In Roches- 
ter, Olean, and Batavia, N. Y., he has been 
known as King and addressed as such. 


Known in Detroit as Kappel. 

In Detroit, Cleveland, and other cities he 
has been called Kappel, his right name. 
The warrant.for his arrest was sworn out 
before Justice Horn of Niagara Falls by 
George H. Green, charging him with ob- 
taining a $3,500 mortgage through false rep- 
resentations.

Springfield, Ill., April 6.—{Special.]—The 


issues involved in the campaign now in prog- 
ress in Illinois are varied and in the main 
personal. Governor Yates has seen from the 
first that he had to fight, and fight quickly, 
or the State convention would not only un- 
horse him but hand him a scathing series of 
resolutions. He was reasonably well equipped 
for the battle, his appointees having been 
assessed until there was on hand a large 
campaign fund. He had offices galore and a 
bunch of money for use in the campaign. 
So the battle began. 

This was in the fall of 1901. Then came a 
demand for a merit system, the divorcing of 
State employés from politics, and the aboli- 
tion of political assessment. The fight got 


hotter. 
Yates Takes Up Hopkins. 


Then Governor Yates took up Albert J. 
Hopkins as a Senatorial candidate because 
he knew the counties in the Hopkins dis- 
trict had no love for him directly and he 
needed their aid. Mr. Northcott was made 
Mr. Hopkins’ chaperon, and the cry went 
up: ‘‘ Nominate Hopkins in the State con- 
vention.’’ To this end every good and true 
Yates appointee gave his efforts. 

Governor Yates did not like to see federal 
officeholders interfere in State matters. He 
had ‘** worked the office of Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for all it was worth ’”’ when 
he occupied that berth and he knew the 
possibilities of these positions. So he in- 
duced the President to caution the federal 
appointees. He reported such men as Post- 
master Wheeler of Springfield to the Presi- 
dent and Postmaster General Payne. He did 
not report the postmasters of Aurora and.of 
Danville, who were working for Hopkins. 

He wants a Senator and a friendly Legis- 
His offices are all gone now. His 
campaign fund recalls the report of the 
receiver of the State Bank down in Texas, 
** All paid in, all paid out.’’ Some of these 
*“Yates-Hopkins victories’’ cost some 
money. One of the disbursing agents said 
** Sangamon set them back $40,000 in money, 
to say nothing of offices and help given 
Democratic Aldermanic candidates in 
Springfield." Morgan County, the Gov- 
ernor’s home, has been expensive and will 
be more so. Costly battles were made in 
McLean, in Peoria, and in Livingston. 


Shows How Delegates Stand. 


The appended table gives as accurately as 
possible the status of the delegates thus se- 
lected, so far as instructions for Hopkins 
are concerned. It should be remembered 
that the crucial issue made by the Governor 
is as to instructions for Hopkins in the State 
convention.

FOOD AT ENORMOUS PRICES 
IN NEW IDAHO GOLD FIELDS. 


Flour, Sugar, and Salt Selling for $3 
a Pound on Thunder Mountain— 
Snow from 3 to 14 Feet Deep. 


Spokane, Wash., April 6.—[Special.]—Flour, 
sugar, and salt are selling at $3 a pound in 
the newly discovered Idaho gold fields of 
Thunder Mountain. There are now between 
800 and 1,000 men in the camp and others are 
coming in at the rate of fifty per day. Sixty 
miles of the journey must be made on snow 
shoes, though snow is from three to fourteen 
feet deep. 

Travel:is all made at nigtit, only when the 
snow freezes, as during the daytime there is 
danger of snowslides, The first horse pack 
train to get in since last fall has just reached 
the'camp. Seven horses were brought in on 
snow shoes and pulled rawhides each con- 
taining about 250 pounds of provisions. Un- 
less heavy snow falls again, the trail will be 


‘kept open for pack horses and supplies will 


probably soon be cheaper. Fresh deer meat, 
however, can be bought for 18 cents a pound.

Promptly at noon yesterday the Chicago 
and Northwestern railway adopted new 
rules and regulations for the government 
of its employés. New running rules, new 
time tables, new technical names, and a new 
code of politeness went into force. These 
the officials of the road framed, with the 
object of inaugurating a model régime, and 
to insure a thorough trial every employé has 
been examined on his ability to carry them 
out to the letter. 

The old and familiar vernacular of the 
rails has been abolished to a large extent. 
The snappy remarks of conductors and 
brakemen have given place to a politeness 
that would grace the select circles of a col- 
lege town. The nuisance of yelling news 
agents has ceased, and to insuré no mis- 
take in stations each will be called out sev- 
eral times before it is reached.* So near is 
the etiquette to resemble that of the home, 
that cbnductors and officials are to remove 
their hats ~pwhen they pass through parlor 
and dining cars.

The formation of a trust to keep windows 
clean is the latest monopoly the trades un- 
ionists have found. The stamp of disap- 


proval was placed upon it yesterday by the 


Chicago Federation of Labor. 

The central body has no complaint to make 
against cleanliness, but [it halts at praise of 
a goodly cause when a combination cuts 
wages in two, while the lives of its employés 
are endangered as much as they were prior 
to the reduction. 

The trust was brought to the attention of 
the federation through an appeal of David 
E. Gulliver of the Bookbinders for assistance 
in organizing the window cleaners or rub- 
bers of the city. Six of these men have. 
plunged to their death@ in less than two 
months. Notwithstanding this hazard, the 
wages have dropped from 35 to 20 cents an 
hour as the twenty-one companies engaged 
in window cleaning amalgamated their in- 
terests and took orders from the central of- 
fice at 162 La Salle street. _ Li

Chicago women who protested to President 
Roosevelt against the methods of the cus- 
tom-house authorities in New York declare 
that Secretary Shaw’s response not only is 
evasive, but does not cover the objections 
raised by the petitioners. ; 

They take issue with the statement of the 
Secretary that their complains are not suffi- 
ciently specific to warrant a reform in the 
methods of the custom officials, and declare 
that the petition set forth clearly all the 
evils which should be eliminated. 

The petition, which bore the signatures 
of 886 prominent women in all parts of the 
country and was forwarded to the President 
in February, was the outcome of a campaign 
instituted by a committee of Washington 
and New York women against what they 
termed ‘‘ the unwarranted interference of

Hour of closing, not earlier than midnight. 

Smoking allowed in every part of the club- 
house, with cigarets sanctioned. 

. Billiard-room and bowling alleys open dur- 
ing class hours. | 

Recourse to the pantry of the commons for 
late night lunches. 

Rumors that the university authorities 
“would not approve of festivities after 10 
o’clock at night and would ask that smoking 
should be countenanced on special occasions 
only, have led the students to express their 
demands, as tHe meeting for organization 
will be held this week, when rules probably 
will be adopted. 


Insist on Room for Papa. 


**Rooms for fathers** also are to be 
insisted on by the students. They want 
two or more bédrooms for the use of fathers 
and friends who visit the students living in 
dormitories. The men declare that these 
visits have been among the most difficult 
events in college life to handle, owing to the 
absence of accommodations. - 

The arrangement of the new club will be 
similar to that at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. In the basement will be bowling 
alleys. The first floor will contain a large 
reception room and a room for meetings of 
student organizations. On the second floor 
will be the library, reading-rooms, and bil- 


offices and meeting-rooms for smaller or- 
ganizations. At the meeting this week an 
effort will be made to secure the opening ofa 
part of the clubhouse for students’ use by 
the beginning of the fall quarter. 


Club Finances a Problem. 


“Cub finances will offer a problem,’ said 
Professor James Westfall Thompson, chair- 
man of the general committee. ‘‘ There is 
no endowment, and the club. must be more or 
less self-supporting. To come out even at 
the end of the yéar we should have 500 stu- 
dent members, with dues at $2 a quarter. 
It will be impossible to maintain the billiard 
tables and bowling alleys without charge. 
Theré must be some nominal fee. The stu- 
dents will run their own club. There are not 
many rules that the university authorities 
will insist on.”’

Coarse and vulgar language from any one 
employed on this road is positively pro-

Passengers must never be ejected from 
the cars for any cause except at a regular 
open station. Trainmen must not eject wom-. 
en or children of tender age; and any person 
unattended in such a condition of mind and 
body as to be incapable of caring for him- 
self must be placed in the custody of the 
nearest station agent.”

The special engagement of Mme. Heiene 
Odilon and Adolph von Sonnenthal, sup- 
ported by the Irving Place Theater company 
of New York, was opened at Powers’ Theater 
last night with a model performance of 
Ludwig Fulda’s four-act comedy, “ Die 
Zwillingsschwester.’’ It is to be regretted 
that the attendance was by no means as 
large as it should havebeen. The house was 
comfortably filled in the upper parts, but» 
the lower part showed many empty seats, 
each representing’ an opportunity missed to 
see one of the most perfect and artistically 
finished performances given in this‘city for 
many years. 

The play which had been chosen for the 
opening night of the engagement is among 
the best creations from the pen of Fulda, who , 
has contributed go many exquisite gems to 
Germany’s dramatic Mterature. It is writ- 
ten in blank verse, but so skillful is the dic- 
tion, so well turned the dialogue, and so 
d@masterly was it spoken last night that not 
for a single moment did the rhythm become 
too obtrusive or monotonous. The plot is 
worthy of the ingenuity of a Boccaccio and 
is worked out with perfect consistency and 
a refreshing seasoning of humor. The cen- 
tral figure,. around which everything re- 
volves, is Giuditta, the wife of ‘the fickle 
Orlando della Torre. Mme. Odilon played 
that part admirably and received enthusi- 
astic applause and numerous calls before 
the curtain as tokens of the audience’s ap- 
proval. She is a beautiful woman, graceful 
in her poses and movements, and a splendid 
actress, in whom acting temperament and 
artistic discretion are well balanced. She 
esses a full and sonorous voice and 
knows how to use it to express every modu- 
Jation of sentiment and passion. Her tem- 
perament is thoroughly artistic and adapted 
to every shade of expression; from humor 
and joyful abandon to the deepest. melan- 
choly and depression.

The President's 
sympathies are with these unfertunate suf- 
ferers, and I am glad that he did not allow 
technical interantiona] objections to stand 
in the way of giving us the help we so much 
needed in the furtherance of our work. 
** Heretofore our committee has been in the 
awkward position of soliciting and collect- 
ing money for starving people with no satis- 
factory way of applying it. This handicapped 
us much, because contributors held back. I 
predict that funds will come in fast from now 
on, as it seems to me reasonable to expect 
that when we have another $5,000 we may 
again count on President Roosevelt's help.’

Game More Numerous 
than First Reported. — 


SEVERAL MORE MAY DIE. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Injured 
—One Hundred and Ninety 
‘Still in the Hospitals. —

persons are dead as a result of the collapse. 
of a grandstand at Ibrox Park during. the 
international footbal] match on Saturday. 
Two hundred and fifty more were injured. 
Of this number 190 are yet in the hospitals. 
A large proportion of the injured had limbs 
broken, bodies crushed and mangled, and 
heads and faces gashed. Several more 
deaths will undoubtedly result from. the 
most ecritical cases of fractured skulls. . 
Today. the infirmaries were besieged by 
friends and relatives of the victims of the 
disaster, and heartremding scenes were wit- 
nessed when the names of those who died 
today were posted outside ‘the building, 


Disaster Not. Realized. 


The appalling extent of the accident only 
became known today. Eighty thousand per- 
sons assembled to witness the game between 
Scottish and English players. The author- 
ities imagined that every precaution had 
been taken for the safety of the public, but 
without warning the twenty-five-yard stand, 
containing a dozen tiers of seats, collapsed 
and the structure was precipitated thirty 
feet, falling in a heapiof tangled timbers and 
iron work, in which hundreds of persons 
were struggling for their lives. 

The collapse was. hidden from a majority 
of the spectators, whio were intent upon the 
game, and they did not tearn of it until 
hundreds of people, streaming with blood, 
fied in a panic into the playing ground. 
Even then jt was assumed that a minor, or- 
dinary mishap had occurred. 


Cheers While Men Die. 


. The authorities encouraged this belief.and 
allowed the game to continue with the unique 
result that a great game was played, ac- 
ecmpanied by the customary cheers while be- 
hind the scenes the air was rent with the 
groans of the dying. The-work of rescue was 
hastened and all availiable succor wes given. 
The injured were removed as rapidly as pos- 
sible to the headquarters of the First. Aid 
club and then taken tp the hospitals or home. 

There was a procession of injured carried 
on stretchers and in ambulances through the 
gates of the ground while the game was pro- 
ceeding. Many of the victims received 
ghastly face wounds. Most of those who fell 
were young artisans. doctor, in an inter- 
view, said there was an extraordinary scene 
of carnage. The injured were nearly all 
seriously hurt. Some of them were terribly 
crushed, and found it most. difficult to 
breathe. Many of those who were seriously 
hurt were driven to their homes. 


“Park Authorities Commended. 
~The action of the authorities at Ibrox Park 
in averting a more general panic by permit- 
ting the game to proceed, while they encour- 
aged the impression of the. crowd within the 
inclosure that the action was not so direful, is 
now generally commended. 

The incongruity of the yells of applause 
mingling with the groans of the struggling 
sufferers will never be forgotten by those 
who witnessed the aqene at the rear of the 
grand stand.

The gov- 
ernment is required to redeem them all in 
gold sooner or later, and their place is to be 
taken absolutely by notes issued by the 
National banks of the country. 

These asset notes are not to be guaranteed 
by the United States at all. The only con- 
tro) the government will have over them will 
be by means of a small rate of taxation, and 
the limit of the asset bank notes is only that 
of the capital of the National banks which 
issue them. 

“The Democratic leaders have been waiting 
for this bill to be reported, and they say 
they are prepared to go before the people and 
charge the Republican party with conspir- 


ing to retire the greenbacks and put the 
circulation of the country into the hands of 
National banks. They will argue that this 
is part of a scheme on the part of the banks 
to control absolutely the financial system of 
the government. They will assert on the 
stump that when the United States notes 
have all been retired and the paper money of 
the country is absolutely in the hands of 
the banks, those institutions will then be able 
by the mere process of inflation or contrac- 
tion of the currency to make money cheap 
or dear, and thus to cause it to become a 
commodity to be controlled ultimately by a 
great financial trust.

HOUSE TO TAKE UP CUBAN BILL. 


Reciprocity Measure Providing Tariff 
Reduction Set for Debate | 


Washington, D. C., April 6—The great 
battle over Cuban reciprocity, which created 
such a protracted struggle among the Re- 
publicans, both in cautus and in the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, will be fought 


The ultimate passage of the Payne bill, 
providing for a 20 per cent reduction on the 
products of Cuba after the negotiation of a 
reciprocity’ treaty and ‘the enactment of im- 
migration laws by the republic of Cuba, ts 
regarded as a foregone conclusion, but the 
situation is a complicaited one, owing to tfie 
divisions among the Democrats as well as 
the Republicans. 

The strength of this opposition has 
dwindled until it probably numbers less than . 
thirty. On the other hand, up to the present 
time a large majority of the Democrats favor 
the greatest possible freedom of trade with 
Cuba, and would vote for a deeper cut than 
the Ways and Means bill proposes. Others, 
like Newlands of Nevada, are in favor of the 
immediate annexation of the island, and 
quite a number, under the lead of the Louisi- 
ana members, will oppose strenuously any 
tariff concessions whatever. It is hinted 
that the attitude of the Democrats in the | 
Senate who have fixed on a program of op- 
position there, may result before the vote 
is taken in more unity of action on the part 
of the Democrats of the House. 


Republicans to Oppose Bill. 


Some of the Republican opponents of the 
bill will speak against it, but the leaders of 
the Republican opposition show a strong dis- 
inclination to participate in the debate on 
the ground that there is no hope of defeating 
the bill, and that their speeches would be- 
come Democratic campaign material in the 
coming Congressional campaign.

FOREIGN TRADE IN FARM STUFF 


United States Sold to Other Nations 
Last Year $952,000,000 Worth of 
agricultural Produce. 


Washington, D. C., April 8.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has issued a statement 
of the foreign trade of the United States in 
agricultural products. It shows that dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1901 foreign countries 
purchased American farm products to the 
value of $952,000,000, representing the largest 
agricultural exports in history. Compared 
with the record for 1900 they show an in- 
crease of over $100,000,000. 

Agricultural imports, on the other hand, 
disclose a considerable falling off when con- 
trasted with the trade of the year preceding. 
The various products of agriculture re- 
ceived from foreign sources during 1901 had 
an aggregate value of only $392,000,000, or 
$28,000,000 less than in 1900. 

In comparison with the value of our agri- 
cultural imports the agricultural exports 
shows the exceptionally large excess of $560,- | 
000,000. 

Import and export trade with Hawaii and 
Porto Rico was not included, as previously, 
in, the foreign .commerce returns of the 
United States for 1901. :

| Determined to 
\Spread of Contagious Diseases Due 
to Funerals Conducted Contrary to 
the Law—Offenders Licenses Will 
Be Revoked—Dr. Reynolds Admits 
There Have Been Cases of Criminal 
Carelessness. 


Five undertakers have been called to ac- 
count by the City Health department for 
permitting open funerals for persons who 
have died of contagious diseases. The large 
number of scarlet fever cases reported each 
caused an investigation of the 
methods of undertakers, and it is believed 
that many times the disease has been spread 
by disregard of the city funeral ordinances. 

In addition to the cases. already looked 
into, Dr. Reynolds will today examine J. A. 
Stoike, 766 North Robey street, and Emil 
Burkhardt, 598 West Chicago avenue. Their 
licenses have been suspended pending the 


The chief reliance of the department of- 
ficials in finding cases of violations of the 
rules are the reports received from citizens. 
When an open funeral is held at a house 
which has displayed a red card for several 
days the neighbors frequently report the 
occurrence and an investigation follows. 


Think Germs Have Wings. 


‘‘ As a general thing it is not hard to make 
the undertakers see the error of their ways, 
and they are;willing to take a hint,” said a 
doctor of the department. 
struct them in the care of these oases, but 
most of them expect to see germs sitting 
around a room like birds on a tree, and when 
their eyes fail to disclose any danger they 
hold that there is none. I asked one under- 
taker the other day how he knew he had 
thoroughly fumigated a house, and he said 
he had seen the dead germs lying around.

executive indecision, so exasperating to the 
aspirant for office, and to the people who are 
anxious for measures to be formulated and 
become laws or for policies to be put in 
practice which will clearly point the way 
out of the industrial or financial aimcultigs 
of the time. 

‘* None of these characteristics ard found 
in Theodore Roosevelt. If his mind is made 
up, the Senator, or the Representative, or 
citizen to whom it is a personal matter knows 
that decision at once. If. his mind is not 
made up he, is anxious for information from 
all available sources, and he wants it ‘ quick.’ 
If it is a measure of policy there is no eva- 
sion, no truckling, no subterfuge, no ores 
facedness in his expressions, 


True to the People. 

** His first message to Congress is the clear 
and frank communication of the President of 
a great people to his people of what he be- 
lieves to be the true purposes of government, 
His veto of the bill removing the charge of 
desertion was an admirable illustration of 
the high plane of his courage. It is easy to 
let such measures go and avoid enmities 
and controversies that would arise from 
stopping them. Hundreds of bills pass every 
week for the purpose of restoring deserters 
to the rolls so that they can secure pensions,

is in danger. With a wife and young family 
dependent on him, and holding an honorable 
and lucrative position, he was one of the first 
to drop them all and become a soldier when 
the President called for volunteers in the 
Spanish war. The same high sense of honor 
which led him to risk his life and sacrifice 
all that he held dear when he raised the regi- 
ment of Rough Riders is the main spring 
of his action as President. 

*‘Hisideals of his country are high, his faith 
in its future is infinite, and he is keenly 
sensitive to the position of the United States 
among nations and in the affairs of the 
world. But the principles of constitutional 
liberty, of the subordination of the military 

to the civil authority, of the President asthe 
representative of the people and the executor 
solely of their will, never had in any Presi- 
dent a bolder .or more patriotic champion 
than they have in Theodore Roosevelt.”

EXPANSION Is-NOT TYRANNY. 

Mr. Franklin MacVeagh rejoices in the 
new era upon which this country is enter- 
ing. He does not, like so many of the lead- 
ers of the Democratic party, dread the era 
of America as a world nation.

If the Democratic party had sense enough 
to take this same high ground that Mr.

Probably before the election 
it will see the necessity of stepping up 
where Mr. MacVeagh nowy stands, for there 
will be no Philippine question on which 
that party can make a stand.

MORE BOOKS THAN SPACE. 

With the printing presses of all civilized 
countries running day and night, and civii- 
ization meanwhile spreading into the re- 
motest regions of the earth and establishing 
additional presses on Greenland’s icy 
mountains and oh India’s coral strands, 
the men who are charged with the duty of 
collecting and preserving at least one copy 
of each thing: published are brought up 
against a difficulty which becomes, con- 
tinually more serious. The quantity of 
books is distressing enough. The quantity 
of periodicals, including both magazines 
and newspapers, is maddening. As TuE 
TRIBUNE pointed out a few weeks ago, the 
periodical literature of this country during 
1901 amounted to the equivalent of 2,000,- 
000,000 copies of * David Harum.” 

Any library, like that of the British 
Museum or like that of Harvard, which 
aims at any degree of completeness is now 
obliged to think seriously about the physical 
impossibility of putting all the books and pe- 
riodicals it gets'into any one building, or, for 
that matter, into any one group of buildings. 
Some years ago the British Museum changed 
its book catalogue into a card catalogue 
because that was cheaper than putting up 
a building for the book catalogue alone. 
It is now face to face with a dilemma com- 
pared with which the other is hardly worth 
mentioning. | 

The horns of the dilemma are these: 
either add to the building or get a store- 
house. The Museum has chosen to get 
the storehouse. It will send the back num- 
bers of provincial periodicals and other 
things for which there is little demand to 
a building in the suburbs.. From that 
building they can be brought back to the 
Museum for the benefit of readers on twen- 
ty-four hours’ notice. This means delay, 
but delay. is better than ‘unamanageable 
congestion. 

At Harvard. President Eliot. has sug- 
gested a somewhat different plan. He 
would have the large central libraries used 
as depositories for the smaller outlying 
ones. ‘. The public library in Chicago, for 
instance, might store books and periodicals 
for the public libraries of neighboring towns’ 
and cities. These books and periodicals 
could then be.sent.out on application. Of 
course books that are constantly demanded 
could not be included in such a system. It 
would apply only to such books as are called 
for infrequently, and are for that reason on 
999 days out of 1,000 perfectly useless and 
much in the way. It would not be neces- 
sary then for every library.to keep such 
books. They could be kept in one com- 
modions,. centrally situated: building, and 
from. there sent out to prospective readers. 
It is obvious that in this way there would 
be an immiense saying of space and an 
equally immense saving of money. This 
would. be particularly true -with regard to 
newspaper files. If every library in the 
country is to preserve the files of every 
important daily. paper it: will have to build 
an annex every year. Yet the papers are

HOW TO GET CHEAPER MEAT. 
People have been asking lately why 
meat prices are so high. They will find a 
partial answer to their question in Mr. 
Irish’s article in the April Forum. 

The United States owns four hundred 
million acres of grazing lands out west of 
the hundredth meridian. It allows these 
lands to be used in common by its citizens. 
Anybody who pleases may graze his cattle 
on the lands belonging to the government.

Then came a decline 
in the supply of cattle. It had begun by 
1880. It reached alarming proportions by 
1900. The delivery of range cattle to the 
slaughtering centers was shown by the 
last census to have fallen off 60 per cent in 
six years. |

REGULATION OF AUTOMOBILES. 
The New York Legislature has passed a 
bill, which has been signed by the Governor, 


towns and villages the speed is limited to 
eight miles an hour. These regulations are 
not unreasonably severe. Indeed, it is. 
doubtfal whether it is wise to allow so high 
a rate of speed as twenty miles an hour on 
country roads. | 

It is proposed in Chicago that in the out- 
lying parts of the city where there is com- 
paratively little travel a speed of twelve 
milés an hour shall be allowed, but that in 
other parts of the city the limit shall be 
eight miles an hour. These suggestions do 
not meet with the approval of the more 
enthusiastic automobilists.. They object to 
restrictions of any kind and contend here, 
as they do elsewhere, that they have their 
machines under such perfect control that 
they can stop them almost instantaneously. 
It can easily be understood how a man 
who loves the exhilaration of rapid mo- 
tion and who has a machine which cun 
make good time frets over regulations which

Nevertheless, these speed limita- 
tions are salutary and should be adopted. 

As yet the automobile fever does not rage 
here as it does at the East. Owing to the 
accidents, some of them serious, due to 
driving automobiles at a high rate of speed, 
it has been suggested in New York and 
elsewhere that the punishment for making 
faster time than the law allows be a few 
days in jail instead of a fine. The man who 
is able to own a costly automobile thinks 
little of a fine. It is to him no more than a 
license fee, the payment of which enables 
him to break the laws with impunity. A 
jajl sentence would not be viewed by him in 
that light. . 

If Chicago automobilists should refuse 
to conform to regulations which may: be 
adopted affecting them it will be a good idea 
to make the penalty for a breach of these 
regulations a day or so in jail. The Cook 
County Jail is not a cheerful residence. He 
who has spent one night there does not 
wish to spend another.

THE COLOR LINE IN A LIBRARY, - 

W. E. B. Du Bois, professor of economics * 

and history in the Atlanta (Ga.) University, 
for colored students, reports an interview 
which a delegation of colored people, with 
himself at its head, had-recently with the 
trustees of the new library in that city. 
The library was given to Atlanta by Andrew 
Carnegie and the City Council appropriates 
$5,000 annually of city money, obtained by 
- general taxation, for its support. 
_ As there are about 36,000 negroes in At- 
lanta,.and it had been reported that they 
were to have no part in this free public 
library, the professor in their behalf asked 
the reasons why. He explained to the 
trustees that every argument which can be 
adduced to show the need of libraries for 
whites applies with redoubled force to the 
negroes, and dwelt upon the illegality of 
using public|money, collected from all the 
population, for the exclusive benefit of a 
part of that population. The trustees 
listened to him courteously, and when he 
had finished the chairman asked: “ Do you 
not think that allowing whites and negroes 
to use this library would be fatal to its use- 
fulness?’ Professor Du Bois says “ the 
answer seemed to me so distressingly ob- 
vious that I said simply, ‘1 will express no 
opinion on that point.’” ' 

The interview closed with the assurance 
that the colored people did not ask to use 
that library, but only wanted some privi- 
dJeges somewhere. To this the reply was 
made that negroes would not be permitted 
to use the Carnegie library; that some 
library facilities would be provided for them 
in the future; and that “the City Council 
would be asked to appropriaté a*sum pro- 
portionate to the amount of taxes paid. by

All over the continent the ladies belong- ‘ 
ing to the various feminine orders of knight- 
hood, especially those where the membership 
carries with it the honorary title of canoness, 
are. invariably addressed as madame” in 
spite of their being unmarried, and as such 
are qualified to act,as chaperons.

Nor is it more than a year or so ago 
that the French government issued a 
decree, proclaiming that the word ‘ mon- 
sieur’’ and ‘‘ madame”’ should be restored 
once more to use in French jurisprudence. 
These terms were abolished at the time of 
the great revolution at the close of the 
eight@enth century as being too aristocratic, 
and strangely enough not one of the numer- 
ous monarchical régimes that succeeded one 
another.in France since then ventured to re- 
peal. this decree. It remained for the gov- 
ernment of the third republic to do this. 

_Ihear from London that the exhaustive an 
costly legal proceedings in the Court of 
Coronation Claims has resulted in a decision 
to the effect that none of the claimants of 
the office of Lord Great Chamberlain of 
England has any hereditary right to the 
dignity, and it is quite possible that a judg- 
ment to this effect may be published before 
this letter appears in print.. The claimants 
are the Duke of Atholl, the Earl of Ancaster, 
the Marquis of Cholmondeley, who is tem- 
porarily intrusted with the duties. of the 
office, and the Earl of Carrington, and none 
of them is regarded. as having made good his 
hereditary claim to the post. °* 

‘The decision of the court, which cannot be 
issued until it has received the sanction of 
the King, will be to the effect that the office 
is not hereditary, but, like the other great 
offices of state, in the gift of the crown, and 
in this way an end will be made of the tire- 
gome and expensive contests which have 
taken place among the rival claimants to the 
office at the beginning of each new reign.

The King may appoint a Lord Great Cham- 
berlain of England for the duration of his 
reign, or else he may merely appoint some 
nobleman to the office for some particular 
ceremony, as in the case of that other great 
office of state, the Lord High Stewardship of 
the Realm, who invariably receives a patent 
or commission to act as such for one par- 
ticular state function, his commission com- 
ing to an end at.the close of the function in 
question. Thus the Lord High Chancellor 
was appointed Lord High Steward by King 
Edward for the purpose of presiding at the 
-| gtate trial of Lord Russell last year, and as 
soon as ever the trial was at an end and 
judgment had been pronounced Lord Hals- 
bury demonstrated that his Lord High 
Stewardship had come to an end by breaking 
his wand of office across his knee.

Paris of the union of 
the young Duke of ‘Elchingen to the wid- 
owed Countess de Breteuil, who has an 
American sister-in-law in the person of 
the Marquise de. Breteuil, who was Miss 
Garner of New York. The Duke of Elchin- 
gen-is the. younger brother of the Prince de

With the appearance of the fourth voltime 
of Professor L. H. Bailey’s ‘‘ Cyclopedia of 
American: Horticulture,’”’ that noteworthy 
work stands completed. The event is one 
upon which the editors, the publishers, and 
the public are alike to be congratulated. For 
the first time the science of horticulture as 
developed in the United States has been pre- 
sented in adequate and accessible form. 

The four volumes of this work contain 
more than 2,000 quarto pages of small but 
clear type. They embody the compacted 
and well-weighed knowledge and experience 
of more than 450 experts from all parts of 
) the United States and Canada. They are em- 
bellished with over 2,000 excellent illustra- 
tions, including fifty full-page half-tones. 
This is not only the most exhaustive work of 


also practically a pioneer work of its kind so 
far as American horticulture is concerned. 
Up to a decade ago there was really no criti- 
cal horticultural-botanical writing in this 
country, and ‘the existing literature on the 
subjectisdueto the labors of Professor Bailey 
himself more than to those of any other one 
man.
